are the crack regiments of the British 
regular army and are steeped in the 
old aristocratic traditions. 
When they 
come to the offensive they must show 
others the way through, although the 
body of a peer's son is no less vulnerable 
to bullets than that of a cockney. When 
they "went over the lid," as the slang 
phrase is for mounting the parapet of 
the trench for a charge, it was the su- 
preme moment fur the guards to live 
up to theiir traditions.

that the men who brought or^ wars were 
not the men who fought them and that 
the biggest question the president of 
the United States could solve would be 
that of keeping the country at peacc 
with the world and with honor to the 
American flag, Thomas R. Marshall, 
vico president, addressed an overflow 
meeting on the court house lawn in Dc- 
catur Slonday afternoon. 


Mr. Marshall arrived early in the aft- 
ernoon and began speaking shortly after 
3 o'clock. 
A reception was tendered 
him at the jMurray house prior to the. 
speech. 
Prominent 'democrats af this 
district who attended were Hon. Jame? 
M. Robinson, former congressman; Lew 
G. ï:ilingham, Martin H. Luecke, David 
Stout, of Fort Wayne; Judge W. H. 
Eichhorn, George Saunders, Abram Sim- 
mons, of Bluff ton; J. Fred France, of 
Muncic, and Judge Denny, of Portland. 


The court room was filled long before 
the hour for the speech and a few min- 
utes before the time for the address it 
was decided to shift the scene of the 
speaking to the court house lawn, thus 
allowing more persons to hear the vi^ 
president. J. D. Hale, county chairman, 
Henry B. Heller and other Decatur dem- 
ocrats were in charge of arrangements. 
Judge D. »E. Smith presided. Inirroduo- 
ing Judge Denny, the jurist spoke briefly 
promising to again return to Decatuv 
for a speech. 


The vice president said there were 
two kinds of people. 
He named demr? 
crats and aristocrats. "The only trouble 
is that some do not know to which 
class tliçy belong." He added that they 
often voted in the wrong one. "Thft 
democrat believes that Qod made un all 
out of one kind of clay; the aristocrat 
believes that God made thè most of uh 
out Qf\ clay from the street." 


The speaker referred ' to the abnormal 
conditions under wjiich the world' wae 
standtoic. He ciilledMt Maetictilly''iip. 


The inability to got the republican 
candidates down to any statement of 
what they are for and of what they 
wotild do if elected was commented on 
by the speaker. 


The present prosperity, the vice presi- 
dent said, was not due to the war be- 
cause less than 5 per cent of the e.\- 
ports are due to munitions of war, made 
and shipped out. He scouted the state- 
ment that a high tariff would be neces- 
sary to protect 
home manufactories 
from pauper made goods which would 
come, to America from Europe after the 
war. 


Mr. Marshall referred to the civil 
service rules and how closely they were 
followed. 
He said it -was with difii- 
culty that a democrat got into office. 
The banking system inaugurated mak- 
ing it impossible to have a panic was 
also lauded by the speaker. The rural 
credits law was also praised. 


Tribute to President Wilson was paid 
by the speaker. 
He said Mr. Wilson 
had held the position under trying cir- 
cumstances and had accomplished mucli. 
Ho referred to President Wilson's posi- 
tion as being the most exacting since 
the time of Abraham Lincoln. President 
Wilson's policy of neutrality was also 
praised.

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Wilson and the Eight-Hour Law 


In connection with the charge, freely made by his foes at the 
time, but less frequently heard now, that the president in urging the 
enactment of the Adamson eight-hour law by which the railroad 
strike was averted was merely "playing politics," some interesting 
light has just been shed in an interview given out by F. D. Under- 
wood, president of the Erie railroad. Among other things, Mr. Under- 
wood says: 


"Mr. Wilson, however, was not playing politics. He was doing 
what he honestly believed was for the good of the country. No one 
could associate with Mr. "Wilson as the railroad -men of the country 
did during these negotiations and charge Mr. Wilson with playing 
politics in any way. Only some newspapers charged the president 
•wdth working for political effect." 


We take it that it will be agreed Mr. Underwood knows what 
he is talking about. He was one of the prominent rail heads who 
participated in the Washington negotiations, and was in position to 
form accurate .iiidgmeiit as to the president's attitude. 
Moreover, 
Mr. Underwood could have not the slightest object in tempering his 
utterance to favor the president or anybody else. 
Mr. Wilson's 
critics called the outcome a surrender to force and fear, inspired by 
a desire to reap political benefit. Mr. Underwood, one of the con- 
spicuous figures in the conduct of the case for the railroad heads, goes 
far in the effort to right a grievous wrong done by those who indict 
the president by the unwarranted charge that in a very grave situa- 
tion that threatened to completely paralyze the transportation system 
Df a nation he descended to the cheap pettifoggery of playing politics. 


Mr. Underwood ungrudgingly makes clear his belief not only that 
the eight-hour day is coming, but that it ought to come, despite the 
fact that it will cost the rail system of which he is the head some- 
thing like $3,000,000 a year. His statement, too, does President Wil- 
son the simple justice of acknowledgment that in still another im- 
portant emergency he was equal to the occasion in maintaining peace 
«'hile at the same time taking into due account the balance of exact 
justice.

Business must have been mighty good while it lasted for that in- 
ternational syndicate of blackmailers which is now being brought to 
book at Chicago, for confessions indicate that during the past year 
there has been a harvest of something like one million dollars in pro- 
fits from their nefarious business. There is inevitably left, however, 
a consuming curiosity to know just what sort of proposed revelations 
they consented to suppress that could have possibly been worth any 
such sum as that.

New Engine of Destruction 
is Simply Transformed 
Caterpillar Tractor. 


Washington, Sept. 
19.—The 
British 
"tanks," the nrmored motor cars used in 
recent assaults on German trenches in 
Northern France so successfully as to 
attract world-wide attention, were built 
for the most i)art in Peoria. III., in the 
form of caterpillar 
tractors designed 
many years before the war began to 
meet some of the difficult problems of 
motlern farming. 
Except for their ar- 
mor, 
their 
macliitic 
guns 
and 
their 
crews, thousands like them are in use 
today in the United States, in plowing, 
digging ditches and other labor less 
lieroic than wnr. 


M. M. Baker, vice president of the 
company which makes the tractor, ex- 
plained here today that it was machines 
made by his 
company 
at its Peoria 
plant that had hurdled German trenches, 
walked through forests and crawled over 
shell craters in the face of intense gun 
fu-e. 


"We have sold about 1.000 caterpillar 
tractors to the British government," said 
Mr. Baker. "We have had nothing, to do 
with putting armor on them or placing 
machine gims, but some of our men at 
Aldershot, England, recently were noti- 
fied that the British government intend- 
ed tr> armor some of the tractors and 
use them for work other than the usual 
towing of big gtms. 


Germany Also Purchaser. 


"Germany had some of these tractor.=! 
before the war began and, although I 
do not \mderstand just how it occur- 
red, I believe she may have got others 
since then. 
We have sent some to 


France and some to Russia. 
So far as 
I know, up imtil the" recent appearance 
of the armored cars, the tractors were 
used only to tow big gims. 
I under- 
stood that Germany used about forty 
of them in this work before Liege early 
in the war and recent jihotographs show 
that the British are using some of them 
now for the same puriiose.'' 


-Mr. Baker said he did not know how 
niahy of the 1.000 tractors sent to Eng- 
land had been armored and put in serv- 
ice as land battle ?hips, nod did he know 
Avhat equipment the British war office 
had placed upon cars to be used in thi® 
work. 


"It is true,'' said ilr. Baker, "that 
these tractors can go ahead over almost 
iinything or tiirough almost anything. 
They can straddle a trench, go through 
a swamp, 
roll 
over 
logs, 
or climb 
through shell craters like a car or jug- 
gernaut. 
It looks uncanny to see them 
crawl along the ground, just like a huge 
caterpillar. 
In a thiek forest, if they 
encountered trees they could not brush 
out of their way they could easily be 
used to uproot them and clear their own 
paths."' 


Altlioiigh he would not discuss the 
matter, it wa.^ understood the United 
States war department is experimenting 
with armored tractors somewhat like 
those now in use on the British battle 
line.

tion, life insurance ami credit and mem- 
bership also were road.

"The legislature of the f-ixteen i^tates 
which convened this year in either reg- 
ular or special sessions, and the con- 
gresi* of the T'nitcd States, imposed up- 
on those who are concerned in follow- 
ing Insurance legislation tlie necessity of 
reviewing about 720 bills.

Philadelphia, Sept. 
19.—A 
Sumcrian 
Epic that tells the story of the recon- 
struction of civilization after the deluge 
has been discovered on one of the fa- 
mous Nippur tablets in the University 
of 
Pennsylvania's 
museum. 
The 
an- 
nouncemenj; of the discovery and com- 
pletion of the translation of the epic 
was made yesterday by Dr. Stephen H. 
Langdon, distinguished Sumerian -scholar 
and assistant curator of the mtiseunj 
here. 


The epic, according to Dr. Langdon, 
takes up the history of civilization after 
paradise, the fall of man and the flood, 
and is a sequel to the Sumerian epic 
which he translated a year ago. 
The 
fragment Avhich contains the latest story 
is four and one-half inches long and one 
inch thick. 
I t contains about 300 lines 
of 
inscription. 
It 
dates 
from 
about 
22.50 B. C. and hence represents a litera- 
ture older than that of the Babylonians 
and the Gialdeans, 


"1'iio boat or ark is mentioned," Dr 
Langdon said, "as well as Lahama, the 
god of the deluge. 
It de.scribes the re- 
generation of the ancient land of Su- 
nioria at the haiuls of the god of wis- 
dom, who decreed that it would be the 
center of civilization aiid the Sumcriana 
the rulers of the world."'

His View of Peace. 


"Suppose the war were to end March 
1 next j'ear. 
The nations involved are 
on the verge ^f bankruptcy. 
Hundreds 
of thousands of men who went 
into 
that war have paid the price with their 
lives. 
Other hundreds 
of 
thousands 
have been and will be crippled to such 
an extent that their earning capacity 
wi]] be either nil or reduced from 50 to 
7Ó per cent. 


"Fields wJiei-e grew the grain have 
been shell swept, and factories 
that 
made the commodities of life have been 
razed. 
The war will end with a stag- 
gering debt upon each of the partici- 
pants. 


"I ask then, will such countries be 
in position to do any cheap dumping 
upon this or any other country? No. 
Instead they will be fully occupied with 
an endeavor to rebuild at home. 


Cites Democratic Oeoc^s. 


"And what 
has this country 
done 
about this foreign trade? 
I call your 
attention to the merchant marine law, 
which will put $50,000,000 of American 
ships in the transoceanic trade, all to 
be manned by American seamen. More- 
over, the building of these ships will 
give American shipyai'ds more to do 
than they have had to do in two gener- 
ations. 
I also ask you to look at the 
child labor bill that will bring about 
better working conditions in our own 
country. 
Then there Is the farm loan 
law. tho banking laws, the trade law, 
the tarili commission, and all t h i other 
things that go to make the proud rec- 
ord we can point to."
